that the new tariff law, while not sat- 
isfactory, Is, only an Incident and wil 
not permanently 
block progress to- 


ward realization of the party's pur- 
pose. 


That speech aroused the greatest 


hostility towards the secretary among 
the people who have taken up the 
cudgels to defend the Aldrich-Payne 
measure against all attacks. ' Mae- 
Veagh, even before that address, did 
lot stand well with the high tariff 
element In the senate and house, be- 
cause during the tariff session lasl 
spring he repealedly Indicated sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the low 
tariff'people. 


Some of the work of the treasurj 


department in getting together sta- 
tistics and information which helped 
the insurgents aroused the antagonism 
of the finance committee, and they 
have not required much further provo 
cation-to induce trouble.

to exploit natural resources in terri- 
tory over which no country exercises 
jurisdiction. 
John M. Loagycar of 


Urookllnc, Mass., Frederick Ayer of 
Lowell, Mas-.;., and other capitalists 
are desirous cf developing certain coal 
deposits in the Spitsbergen islands, 
which are claimed by no country. 


The only suggestion of law cover- 


Ing such a situation Is found in the 
guano act of JS5(i, 
which 
provides 


that whenever any citizen of the Unit- 
ed States discovers a deposit of guano 
on any island, rock or key not with- 
in the lawful jurisdiction of any other 
government and not occupied by citi- 
zens of any other 
government 
and 


takes 
peaceable 
possession thereof 


and occupies the same, such island, 
rock or key, may'at the discretion of 
(he president be considered as apper- 
taining to tlie United States. 


Such a law was found effective and 


adequate in its application to guano 
deposit:?, which usually are found up- 
on rocky islands of no intrinsic value, 
but th? law obviously does not apply 
to coal lands and could hardly be con- 
strued to imply any considerable seiz- 
ure of Territory. 


As a means of approaching tills new 


question, Senator 
Lodge 
therefore 


moves to amend the gunno act 
by 


mal-.lng it apply to "coal or other min- 
eral's" and enlarging its scope by ex- 
tending it to "any portion" of the land 
Involved. 


In liis annual message, President 


Tafl dealt at some length with Ihe 
anomalous position of the Spitzbergen 
islands, and stated that the United 
States government, In view of proofs 
filed with it in 1906, had accepted un- 
der reservation the invitation of Nor- 
way to participate in an international 
conference relating to (he islands. 


These proofs showed the American 


possession, occupation and working of

He 
hid through the day, staying at anoth- 
er farmhouse Thursday night, and yes- 
terday, returning to the lirst one and 
burning the mattress on which the 
sheriff died. 
He then fled, with the 


posse in pursuit.

from the home, and consequently'his sense .of responslbllty and 


relationship, developed through daily cooperation- in family life, has 
been lost. How may this same school re-establish the importance o£ 
home and home duties? The 'American schbol':is a produ'ct ot. the 
hurry of the age. There Is a sub-cons'clou'sneBS that the world is. re- 
volving faster, and that inventions and discoveries, must be grasped 
before they slip away.

It is pertinent to ask the,parents What they are.doing as their 


share. They, do recognize it-as their right to;feed, clothe, and.house 
their offspring. They may or may not teach morals and manners, but 
all expect their young people to be turned out to take part in the life 
about them.

Shall the school do the work o£ the home, in this matter of mor- 


als and manners.as.well.as.its own work of teaching the multiplica- 
tion table? I take it that the real question at the root of the present 
ferment in school-matter Is: .."Shall we begin to train for future par- 
ents?" The-.school should' not!usurp, and, IS 
1;riot, desirous 6£ taking 


on the duties of the home,' but when these" duties are neglected or re- 
pudiated, wliat'IB t o be'done?

Standards may he'set by thevschbol~whlch Influences the home 


and extend widely'into-the community via an • encouragingly • short 
time. The home's responsibility, "assumed only temporarily by the 
school,.can then be returned to'the home wh'ere It belongs. 
If the 


human race is not to become a hive of. bees; devoid of responsibility, 
the school must show the youth how-to make a home and to main- 
tain it. The way must be found to bring home activities within the 
range of the school, and to relegate to these activities such.studies 
as history and arithmetic that confessedly belong to the school. Dr. 
Sargent asks us to "consider the probable influence of the house in- 
dustries from time immemorial, and the period of the handicrafts 
lasting from tho tenth century until the beginning of modern times." 
Need I say that these manifold activities have stamped their imprint 
upon every bone, muscle, nerve, and brain cell of the human organ- 
ism, and if we would maintain it in its present integrity must we not 
from necessity repeat In some form or other the activities to which 
the present development is due? 


The practical outcome of these beliefs will he that no girl is given 


a diploma until she can buy material for a day's food at a given price- 
can prepare that food appetizingly, clear away and dispose in a sani- 
tary manner of all wastes; until she can buy the material and make 
a dress and trim a hat, and do up her own aprons and collars; until 
she can clean a room and air it and make a bed properly; until she 
understands the essentials of sanitation. 


These simple elementary principles of safe, daily living, the state 


has a right to demand of its citizens, and at present the public school 
is the court of judgment as to fitness for citizenship. It was the'pur- 
pose for which the public school was established in Massachusetts. 


If the girl learn these things at home she may be excused from 


going over the ground at school, but she must show that she does 
know them in a practical way. Few- girls of today have learned the 
most elementary principles of this daily care. 
Yet new ideas are 


grasped most readily by the young, and it is with them that'modern 
hygienic teaching will have the greatest influence. When they are 
older they learn these things only with great waste of time and en- 
ergy. The college woman who has missed an early, experience in. 
tlio various duties of the household finds that her -back and arms 
will rebel if she is for any reaEon obliged to use them in these direc- 
tions. 


The home can bo made to feel the importance of these habits so 


necessary to safe living, if the,school will recognize them. There- 
fore it is while conditions are as they seem to be; that the school 
may be made a most efficient supplement to the home and-may, in 
tuin, influence the home to take up again its '.aid-down work:
